East St. Louis, III., May 29.—A 
mob of perhaps two thousand per- 
sons went through the negro quar- 
ter during the night, shot one col- 
ored person, seriously wounding 
him, beat a score into unconscious- 
ness, drove several hundred ne- 
groes across the Mississippi river 
bridge into St. Louis, Mo., and 
then dispersed early today. 


The assault began after a re- 
port had been circulated that a 
white woman had been assaulted 
and two white men held up by 
negroes, just after a committee 
from the central trades and labor 
union had attended a meeting of 
the council to make a protest 
against the importation of any 
more colored laborers into East St. 
Louis. Shots were fired at fre- 
quent intervals but only one negro 
is known to have been wounded.

of justice proj)oses to do in every case 
where attempts are made to discourage or 
hinder registration." 


Espionage Bill Covers It. 


A .section of the espionage bill dealing 
with interference with army registration 
provides penalties of twenty year.s' ini- 
prisonment and $10,000 fine. This section 
of the bill says: 


"Whoever, when the United States is 
at war, shall imlawfully make or convey 
false reports or false statements with 
intent to interfere with the operation of 
or success of the military or naval forces 
of the United States, or to promote the 
success of its enemies, and whoever, when 
the United States is at war, shall wilfully 
cause or attempt to cau«e insubordina- 
tion, disloyalty, mutiny or refusal of 
duty in the military or naval forces of 
the United States, or shall wilfully ob- 
struct the recruiting or enlistment service 
of the United States to the injury of the 
service or the United States, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than $10,- 
000 or imprisonment for not more tlian 
twenty years, or both."

Chicago, May 29.—^Three men and 
two women are held today for investi- 
gation on a charge of conspiracy to 
defeat the conscription law on June 
5, and other arrests o^e expected to 
follow ahortly, according to Hinton G. 
Clabaugh, chief Investigator here for 
the federal bureau of justice. 


The names of those in custody were 
not made public 
but 
the 
federal 
agents claim that the leaders of the 
alleged 
anti-conscription 
conspiracy 
are under arrest. 


Mr. Clabaugh said ti.e alleged con- 
spiracy, of which 
he 
had been ap- 
prised, is not confined to Chicago, but 
extends through the entire central dis- 
trict over which he has control. 
He 
said evidence of the alleged plot has 
been found in portions of Wisconsin, 
northern Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Mich- 
igan and Iowa, and that arrests would 
be made in many parts of the district 
between now and June 5, 
Whether 
his information showed that the al- 
leged conspirators planned actual in-- 
terference with the operation of the 
registration on June 5, or merely dem- 
onstrations, Mr. Clabaugh declined to 
•av-,.

There are indications that the stag- 
nation along the French and British 
fronts in France may soon be inter- 
rupted. 


The sign that points most strongly to 
this impending change is the intense 
aerial activity taking place. The Brit- 
ish report of last night emphasized this 
in its account of twelve German ma- 
chines destroyed and ten others driven

being held close to its lines. 


Raiding operations and occasional 
local attacks by one side or the other, 
are the only developments reported 
in the official statements aside from 
the displays of energy on the part of 
the airmen and the artillery arm. 


The German 
infantry facing 
the 
British armies is apparently being held 
in check by its commanders as closely 
as that of its opponents but sharp at- 
tacks continue upon the French lines, 
notably In the Champagne region. Two 
of these Avere launched last night in 
the Hurtebise district, but each was 
repulsed by the French 
fire. 
Thè 
French made a minor thrust on their 
own 
account 
in the Verdun region, 
where the activity Is becoming more 
marked of late on both sides. A small 
German post north of Vacherauville 
was captured in this operation. 


Brazil is rapidly passing from the 
status of a neutral to that of an active 
partisan on the entente side of the 
world war. 
The measure 
revoking 
her neutrality is now well on its v/ay 
through parliament. 


In Austria-Hungary, 
the 
political 
situation is still in a transformation 
period. 
The Hungarian premiership, 
according to a Zurich dispatch, is to be 
filled by Count Julius AndVassj', a pro- 
nounced liberal. 
The entire signifi- 
cance of his reported accession follow- 
ing the retirement of Count Tisza, rep- 
resentative of the ultra-German influ- 
ence in the dual monarchy, is yet to be 
developed. 
The change is nominally 
due to Internal political conditions but 
there are strong beliefs held In many 
quarters that it may not be without 
marked effect on Austria's foreign poi- i 
icy, particularly in relation to her 
supposed moderate war aims as con- 
trasted with Germany's reputed wide 
ambitions. 


BERLIN EXPECTS .VTTACK. 


Berlin, May 29.— (Via London, 1:00 
p. m.)—An attack by Russian and Ru- 
manian troops Is expected, today's offi- 
cial i-eport says. The statement reads: 
"Ea.stern front—In several sectors 
of the front fighting activity has in- 
creased 
during the 
last 
few 
days. 
Russo-Rumanian attacks are expected. 


"Macedonian front—Firing activity 
has been revived in the bend of the 
Cerna. 
On the western bank of the 
Vardar a Bulgarian outpost repulsed 
several British companies." 


The repulse of French attacks in the 
Ai.sne and Champagne regions, nota- 
bly one upon German trenches in the 
MoronvIlUers district, and of advances 
of hostile reconnoitering parties along 
the front occupied by the British, is 
announced in today's army headquar- 
ters statement. 


ITALIANS GAIN MORE. 


Rome, May 29.—(Via London, 5:50 
p. m.)—The Italians in the Plava sec- 
tor yesterday drove the Austro-Hun- 
garian forces to the end of the valley 
east of Globna, says the official state- 
ment issued by the Italian war depart- 
ment.

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RESISTING 
CONSCRIPTION. 


When the closing years of the civil war 
brought the national government under stress 
for men that the volunteer system failed to 
supply employment 
of the draft brought 
trouble. The country doubtless never has wit- 
nessed a more serious outbreak or disorder 
than the conscription riots in New York. Bos- 
ton likewise was turbulent and other cities 
iurnished other though perhaps milder exam- 
ples of mob violence. 


Already it is evident that the country is not 
to pass through the experience of another con- 
scription without some resistance. 
Organiza- 
tion for the purpose of contesting the draft is 
beginning to show here and there. An exam- 
ple of it has 'come from Texas and another 
from Virginia. In the latter state a consider- 
able band of mountaineers is found to have 
been conspiring ambitiously not only to resist 
conscription, but to overturn the government, 
an enterprise tliat comports well with the gen- 
eral ignorance of those people, ft also is evi- 
dent that the Industrial Workers of the World 
are lending a ready hand to foment feeling 
and incite resistance. 


What is not quite so clear but none the less 
to be suspected is that alien influences are dil- 
igently assisting to kindle heat against con- 
scription. The propaganda that has made it- 
self felt in many other Avays against the na- 
tional government is not likely to be idle when 
so' serious a business as raising a great army 
to fight in Europe is under way. 
There are 
those who from sympathy or employed inter- 
est would readily undertake to breed trouble. 
That is to be expected. There are others who 
from ignorance and the meanest motives of a 
sordid partisan feeling might be influenced 
to hostile courses against the ends of the gov- 
ernment. 
That, too, is to be expected. 
But 
there are still others upon whom no aspersions 
of the sort can be cast—men and M'omen who 
would resent any question of their loyalty as 
good Americans, but Avho have not hesitated 
even since the Avar began to declaim against 
the war and to preach antagonism of the pro- 
cedures congress has thought Avell to estab- 
lish for the national defense. 
These consti- 
tute the more difficult class with which to deal 
for they are persons of character and stand- 
ing and assert devotion to a great principle 
and rule of'humane conduct. 
With distin- 
guished examples of dissent like those upon 
which to model themselves it may be held 
scarcely surprising that ignorant mountain- 
eers in Virginia are preparing to rise against 
the draft and to set up a government that 
does not believe in such things. 


Under the inspiration and tutelage of dis- 
tinguished citizens whose names and pursuits 
give them eminence and moral away a good 
many misguided and thoughtless persons will 
conceive that conscription is tyranny and seeJc 
to withstand it, encountering trouble and in- 
viting pains and penalties that the superior 
persons from whom they take their unfor- 
tunate cue have the better address to escape. 


With the propagandists the government can 
deal in no uncertain way. The vast bulk of 
thenj are alien politically as well as in blood. 
Such of them as hands can bo laid upon may 
be put away where they will cease to be a 
source of concern. The I. W. W. elements can 
be made out with, accordingly as they con- 
duct themselves. 
But the eminent doctrin- 
aires who have refused to silence their paci- 
fist tom-toms, even in the midst of war, and 
pursue their propaganda while the nation 
girds for battle will not be so easy to manage. 
They will stand upon their standing and not 
a few upon their ancestry and political and 
social antecedents. A way must be found for 
¡the refractory spirit of such as these. 


But the signs of trouble are few and iso- 
lated. That the great mass of the people be- 
lieve in the fairness as well as in the superior 
eflBciency of the selective draft has been givcJi 
a good demonstration. There will be, as there 
already has been, a readiness to register by 
those whp are required to do that, und no 
^iiarreliBg wit)! their lot by thoM Who may be 


In a procession that constantly gathers 
headway the great corporations of the coun- 
try—railway and industrial—are taking the 
path that will enable their émployes to come 
to the aid of the government and at the same 
time to make good investments. 
They are 
taking over great blocks of the liberty loan 
bonds that will be sold to employes on terms 
of payment more convenient than it is pos- 
sible for the government itself to manage. 


This not only is patriotic, but it is sound 
economy. It will convert into a thrifty and 
prudent man many an employe who has been 
profligate with his money. 
When the bond 
is paid for, the owner of it will want to keep 
his investment. Many of them, finding for the 
first time that saving is possible, will under- 
take other investments of the sort, and in any 
event will cease to dissipate their earnings as 
they have made it the rule to do. Thousands 
of men who have never laid by anything will 
gain a practical experience in saving and 
turn from waste to thrift and stick to the new 
course. 


Underlying 
all 
these 
arrangements 
by 
which employes of the big concerns in in- 
dustry and transportation are enabled to ac- 
quire liberty loan bonds is the purpose to help 
the government get the money it must have 
to finance the Avar. 
That is fundamental in 
the minds of the corporation heads and the 
corporation employes in whatever is done 
about buying liberty loan bonds. But there is 
nothing sordid, nothing selfish, nothing mean 
or unpatriotic in considering the purchase of 
bonds in its economic relation to the man who 
buys them. If a man Avho never has got ahead 
in material prosperity is brought through in- 
vestment in the liberty loan to become a more 
thrifty and independent citizen the govern- 
ment gains doubly from his investment. 


The plan to make it possible by means of $5 
and $10 certificates for any one to purchase 
liberty loan bonds to some amount is admir- 
able, both as respects the advantage to the 
government, which must borrow money of the 
people, and the people themselves, who in the 
greater bulk can buy bonds in no other way 
than by small Aveekly or monthly installments. 
The certificates will make it possible for every 
person Avith a regular income—scarcely mat- 
tering how small—to purchase at least one of 
the smaller bonds. 


By the time the government is again ready 
to borrow, as it will be in need to do if the 
Avar shall go on a year, there will be a hearty 
response to the call for further help. 
After 
one experience of purchasing bonds the people 
Avill understand better their own capacities 
in the matter of saving and investing and a 
five-billion-dollar loan Avill be subscribed as 
(juickly as the loan for a smaller amount Avas 
taken up by the noAv bond-Avise people of 
Great Britain a short time ago. The German 
people have subscribed to repeated war loans 
aggregating 
altogether some ten billions, 
Avhile the people of France haA'C been for gen- 
erations the readiest investors in their coun- 
try's bonds. 


The people of America, where thrift is the 
least conspicuous of the homelier virtues, Avill 
learn through the liberty loan hoAV it is pos- 
sible to do a great patriotic service and at 
the same time set themselves ahead in mate- 
rial welfare.

There Avill be a good stroke of service done 
for Fort Wayne Avhen the board of Avorks an- 
nounces that for the present the auditorium 
project has been put away against a better 
season when money Avill buy more and when 
there shall be more money with Avhich to buy. 


To this issue the auditorium enterprise will 
have to come at length. The building cannot 
be had for what the city now is able to pay. 
That has already had an impressive demon- 
stration in the bids rejected some Aveeks ago, 
when contractors Avanted from 100 to 150 per 
cent, more for constructing the assembly hall 
than the city has in its building fund. 


The public mind will be greatly relieved and 
the administration Avill be joyed with the 
sense of a duty well done when the people arc 
asked to take note that there Avill be no con- 
tract let at this time and no building started 
this year. Also the people should be formal- 
ly apprissed that the money they have voted 
is not going to hold out for the purchase of 
Avhat has been promised and what is expected 
and to prepare to add to the fund. 


These are the wise and practical things to 
do—and do noAv. The doing of them cannot 
be escaped except disaster to a great pul^lic 
enterprise be the chosen alternative. And who 
wittingly Avill shoulder responsibility for that?

The Terms of the American Liberty Loan 
How Britons and Germans Have Aided War

The French people are the greatest 
Investors in government bonds in thi 
world. 
At the close of the Franco- 
Prussian war in 1870 Germany de- 
manded and collected from France 
$1,000,000,000 indemnity. The French 
people, who were as loyal then in re- 
sponding to their country's need as 
their soldiers are today, hastened to 
loan this tremendous sum to their 
country. 


Their patriotism turned a great mis- 
fortune into a great ben^t. 
Their 
thrift in thus saving their money end 
investing it in government bonds not 
only brought great prosperity to France 
but the bonds rose in value all over the 
world and made the French national 
credit good wherever civilization exist- 
ed. Ten years after the bonds were is- 
bued they commanded a premium of 25 
per cent. 


What the American nation is called 
upon to do in lending the American 
government $5,000,000,000 and taking 
its bonds therefor is little compar»d 
with the loan of $1,000,000,000 to 
France after the Franco-Prussian war 
by the French people. Called upon to 
do much less than their present allies, 
the French, the American people will 
demonstrate that they are second to no 
people in the world in patriotic suppo t 
of their government. 


The Terms of the liiberty liOan. 
The act authorizing the Liberty Loan 
bonds of 1917 was passed April 24, 
1917. It provides for the issuance of 
$5,000,000,000 of 
per cent bonds, 
the Interest payable semi-annually on 
December 15 and June 15 of each year. 
The principal is repayable on or after 
the loth day of June, 1932, at the op- 
tion of the government, and if this 
option is not exercised the bonds will 
run full 30 years and become due June 
15, 1947. 


The bonds are exempt both as to 
principal and interest from all taxation, 
national, state, county, or municipal, 
except the inheritance tax, which is 
really not a tax on the property, but 
on the transfer of property by will or 
Inheritance. 


The bonds are to be sold at par; that 
is, dollar for dollai", no premium and 
no discount. They are to be sold by th i 
treasurer of the United States and by 
all Federal Reserve banks. 
But all 
banks. National and State, postoffices, 
and express companies have been desig- 
nated as agents of the government to 
receive applications for these bonds. 
It is almost as easy to purchase one 
of these bonds as It is to get a postffice 
money order. 


It is not necessary to pay cash in full 
for a bond. 
One can pay down 2 per 
cent of the purchase price on applica- 
tion—that is. $1 for a $50 bond, $2 for 
a $100 bond, etc.—18 per cent on July 
25, 1917; 20 per cent July 30, 1917; 30 
per cent August 15, 1917; and the bal- 
ance, 30 per cent, August 30, 1917. 


What a Government Bond Is. 


The government of the United States 
has two methods of raising money. 
One is by ta.xation. The other is by the 
sale of bonds, which is a method of 
borrowing money. 


The government bond is the printed 
promise of the government to pay back 
the borrowed sum of money at a cer- 
tain time, and to pay interest on it at 
regular intervals until it is repaid. 


The government borrows money in 
this way only after it has been given 
the right to do so by act of congress 
approved by the president, and 
the 
terms of the loan are set out in the act. 


Back of the promise of the govern- 
ment stands the honor of the govern- 
ment and all 
its taxing 
resources. 
Really the whole wealth of the nation 
stands behind this solemn pi-omise of 
the government to pay. 


• This makes a United States govern- 
ment bond the safest investment in thfe 
world. 
If the bond of the United 
States government is not safe, no prop- 
erty in the United States is safe. 
If 
the United States can not pay its bonds 
it is hardly probable that It will be able 
to prtoect the citizens in their other 
rights. 


The Liberty Loan bonds of 1917 are 
especially attractive investments. 
Not 
only have they this absolute safety 
characteristic 
of all 
United 
States 
bonds but they are tax free not only 
from all existing taxes but from any 
war tax that may subsequently be 
levied. No state, city, nor county may 
tax them. 
The inheritance tax of thd 
United States and of some states may 
affect them, or, rather, affect their 
transfer after death of-the owner by 
will or by inheritance. 


Anothei' advantage these 
Liberty 
Loan bonds possess is that if the gov- 
ernment issues bonds later on during 
this war at a higher rate of interest 
the holders of Liberty Loan bonds will 
be allowed to exchange at par their 
bonds for bonds bearing the higher 
rate of interest. 


War lioans. 


Great Britain's estimated wealth is 
$85,000,000,000; she has made thi^ee 
great loans since the commencement 
of tlie war, aggregating $10,000,000,- 
000. Her last loan was for $4,870,000,- 
000, which was the greatest single loan 
ever floated in the history of the world. 
It was taken up in 30 days, 5.289,000 
individuals subscribing to the loan. 
One person in every 11 inhabitants of 
the United Kingdom subscribed to this 
loan, and the average subscription was 
$950, though a great many subscribers 
took only £1, or about $5. The great 
number of subscribers to this loan is 
pointed out as evidence of the patriot- 
ism of the British people. 


Germany's wealth is estimated at 
$80,000,000,000. Germany has put out 
five loans since the commencement of 
the war, aggregating $11,750,000,000. 
In Germany's latest loan, one person 
In thirteen of the population is report- 
ed to have subscribed, and the average 
amount taken by each subscriber was 
$70.0. 


Taking into consideration these fig- 
ures, the $.5,000,000,000 loan of the 
United 
States 
with 
an 
entimattd 
wealth of $220,000,000,000 and a pop- 
ulation of over 100,000.000. seems al- 
most small. 
With a wealth nearly 
three times as great as that of Great 
Britain it is trying to borrow less than 
one-haU of what Grekt Br|taln .liwi 
hotroii»«. With;» pojpHMiUo«.^ 


many our loan is much less than half 
of the amount that Germany has bor- 
rowed. 


America's liberty loan is less than 
one-sixth of the bank deposits in our 
country. 
An ordinary borrower does 
not think he is ruining himself when 
he borrows 40 per cent, of the value 
of his property. 
The United States 
is borrowing less than 3 per cent, of 
its wealth. 


Thrift and Liberty Loan Bonds. 
There is a great campaign for thrift 
being conducted all over the United 
States—thrift in 
production 
by the 
farmer and other producers, thrift in 
economy in use and consumption by 
all persons, and thrift in saving. This 
thrift campaign is nation-wide. 
Not 
only have 
business, 
manufacturing, 
agricultui-al, and 
other 
associations 
and individuals taken up this cam- 
paign, but it has been carried into 
universities, colleges and schools. 


In connection with the last aspect 
of this thrift campaign, that of sav- 
ing, the liberty loan bonds of 1917 of- 
fer an ideal investment of savings for 
small investors. 
No other small in- 
vestment, or large one either for that 
matter, has quite the advantages that 
the liberty loan bond has. 
Savings 
invested in a liberty loan bond are 
just as safe as it is possible to make 
them and will constantly draw inter- 
est. While the interest is only 3% per 
cent., the 
bonds 
being non-taxable 
maks the investment the equivalent 
of a 5 or 6 per cent, interest-drawing 
investment in ordinary securities. 


Not only is the investment absolute- 
ly safe but it is practically as readily 
converted into 
money 
as 
a United 
States treasury note. 
To dispose of 
one of these liberty loan bonds may 
require the owner to go to a bank in- 
stead of passing it over any counter. 
Yet this is an advantage. The trouble 
and time required to convert the bond 
into cash will give the owner time for 
thought and reconsideration, and it is 
not improbable that in many Instances 
the result will be that the savings in- 
vested in a liberty loan bond will be 
preserved intact where 'savings

There is one other incident to be 
considered in regard to the purchase 
of a liberty loan bond.

GERMANY'S PROMISE OF 
DEMOCRATIC REFORM A 
SHAM TO FOOL AMERICA 


[The World's Work for June.] 


Dispatches have been appearing in 
the daily papers recently, reporting 
that, in response to the present agita- 
tion, the German government has in- 
dicated its intention to submit to the 
reorganization of the system of redis- 
tricting for reichstag elections. 
And 
the dispatches add: "This would meet 
one of the most widely urged demands 
for reform and give Germany a more 
adequate representation in parliament, 
the members of which are still elected 
on the basis of the population of 
1870." 


Unless one keeps in mind e.xactly 
what this means, these dispatches, and 
particularly the reference to the "re- 
form," are likely to confuse the great 
issue of the present conflict: the battle 
of democracy against autocracy. 


It is true that the present system of 
election 
of 
representatives 
to 
the 
reichstag is antiquated: it provides for 
the election of one member for each 
100,000 people. 
On this basis. Berlin, 
which has a population of 600,000 in 
1869, has six representatives. 
Today 
Berlin has a population of more than 
2.000.000, yet it still has only six rep- 
resentatives 
in 
the 
reichstag. 
The 
same situation prevails in all the cities 
of the old North German Confedera- 
tion. 
Why the ruling powers have 
never reapportioned the representation 
so as to give the cities their due is that 
these cities are the centers of liberal 
thought and political reform, and es- 
pecially of socialism, and their enfran- 
chisement might endanger the present 
autocratic regime. 


But the fact remains that no system 
of reapportionment of representatives 
to the reichstag will essentially affect 
the power—or rather the lack of power 


—of that body. And for this reason; 


'^i'he bundesrath, or upper chambei 
of the German parliament, practically 
controls the German empire. 
It is t 
council of delegates of the princes o£ 
the various German states and fre® 
cities. The rulers not only send these 
delegates, but instruct them as to how 
they are 
to vote. Each delegation 
votes in a mass; in the bundesrath tha 
"unit rule" prevails. 
To split a vote 
would violate the constitution: and if 
only a single delegate from a a stats 
is present, he casts the entire vote for 
that state and always in accordance 
with instructions he has received from 
home. 


The power of the bundesrath is as- 
tonishing. All taxing bills originate in 
that body. Constitutionally, the reich- 
stag has the right to initiate legislation, 
but It is a right it does not use to much 
purpose. 
Practically all legislation is 
initiated in the upper chamber. 
Fur- 
thermore. 
the bundesrath 
has 
the 
power of vetoing any measures passed 
by the reichstag. 
Fourteen votes In 
the bundesrath can defeat any pro- 
posed amendment to the constitution: 
the kaiser, as king of Prussia, con- 
trols twenty votes. 
That is. Wilhelm 
II 
dominates 
the 
bundesrath 
and 
therefore the entire German empire. 


It Is apparent, therefore, that no 
amount of reform In the apportionment 
of representatives to the reichstag can 
enable that body to register the will of 
the people of Germany. 


In presenting these facts to the 
American public immediately, every 
newspaper editor will serve the coun- 
try by exposing 
the 
pretensions to 
democratic reform which the German 
government has been making, appar- 
ently for the purpose of deceiving pub- 
lic opinion in the United States. 


HOOVER'S THREAT TO 
ASQUITH

A friend who has recently returned 
from France told me this story about 
Herbert 
Hoover,

Early in the war, when the relief 
committee was driven to

straits to feed the starving women and 
children of Belgium, the 
patriotic 
women of Canada sent over a shipload 
of flour for their troopson English 
soil. 


Hoover realized that the Canadian 
soldiers did not need the bread that 
the poor little childish voices were 
wailing for. He went to the colonel of 
the Canadian contingent and asked 
for the flour. He was met ^ith a po- 
lite but decisive refusal. 


"It cannot be done," was the reply; 
'we cannot deflect a most patriotic 
and beautiful gift from the women of 
Canada to their loved ones into a dif- 
ferent channel." 


"But I've got to have that 
flour," 
was Mr. Hoover's parting comment- 
He went to the next nian in authority 
and got the same answer. All through

Hoover got the flour and also the 
admiration and respect of 
Asquith, 
who has been one of his staunchest 
friends over since.

POISONING FROM OVERWORK. 


Relation of Study of Fatigue to Ques- 
tion of Hours of Labor. 


(BY JOSEPHINE GOLDMARK.) 
A tired person is literally and ac- 
tually a poisoned person—poisoned by 
his own waste products. 
But so mar- 
velously is the body constructed that 
like a running stream it purifies itselt 
and during repose the cast-off impuri- 
ties are normally burned up by the 
oxygen brought 
by the 
blood, exe- 
creted by the kidneys, destroyed in the 
liver, or eliminated from 
the 
body 
through the lungs. 
So rest repairs 
fatigue. 


This balance is kept true and fa- 
tigue is repaired just as long as it re- 
mains within physiological limits; that 
is, as long as activity is balanced by 
repose, the obnoxious products of ac- 
tivity are more quickly eliminated and 
i tissue 
is rebuilt. 
The 
physiological 
normal phenomenon 
of fatigue be- 
comes pathological or abnormal ex- 
haustion. ar sooi as thi balance be- 
tween rest and fatigue is destroyed. 


In extreme instances, as when hunt- 
ed animals drop dead in the chase, they 
die not from overstrain of any partic- 
ular organ, such as the heart, but from 
sheer chemical poisoning due to the 
unexpelled waste matter of fatigue. 


The laws of fatigue furnish a scien- 
tific basis for legislation and an ex- 
planation of the effect of overwork on 
re, but this difference to f,ealth, output and production.

Coffee is good, bad or undrinkable,

In the majority of American homes 
coffee is brewed so atrociously that 
the full, rich, natural coffee flavor is 
unknown. 
Coffee well made is an edu- 
cation to the taste, just as music well 
played is an education to the ear. 


The greatest part of our trouble lies 
in the fact that so few of us ever make 
the drip coffee.

New King of Lightweights 
Will Enlist After Bout 
Next' Monday Night. 


New York, May 29.—Benny Leonard won 
the lightweight championship of the world 
from Freddie "Welsh, of England, here last 
night. 
He scored his fifth consecutive 
knockout in as many weeks, Referee Mc- 
Partland stopping the bout when Welsh 
was hanging helplessly on the ropes in 
Leonard's corner. 
It 
was a 
technical 
knockout and will he credited as such. 


The new world champion is the first 
New Yorker who has won the title, as 
Leonard was born in this city on April 7, 
1896. Jack McAuliffe, who was champion 
in the-early 90's, was born in Brooklyn 
and it was not for many years afterward 
that the consolidation of adjoining bor- 
oughs included Brooklyn in Greater New 
York. 
Welsh won the tile from Willie 
Ritchie, of California, on a referee's de- 
cision at London, England, in July, 1914, 
BO that the deposed champion has held 
the title almost three years. 
Last night 
Leonard, who scaled the lightweight limit 
of 133 pounds, was in splendid physical 
condition when he entered the ring. Welsh 


ILISO was in fine shape, and weighed 3% 
pounds more than his opponent. 


Leonard Always Aggressor. 


From the first tap of the bell Leonard 
Was the aggre.ssor, and while Welsh clev- 
erly blockerl many of Leonard's punches, 
the younger man 
.scored heavily 
with i 
swings loft and hard right-hand smashes 
to ^he stomach and ribs. 
Occasionally 
Leonard got his right over to the head 
*vith fairly good effect, and stung his op- 
ponent frequently with swift left jabs and 
hooks to the face and jaw. Welsii, who is 
a wonderful boxer and ring general, pro- 
tected his jaw during the early rounds 
but as the fight progres.scd he showed 
signs of weakening from the heavy body 
blows. 


"Give Him Everything." 


As Leonard left his corner at the be- 
ginning of the ninth and filial round, his 
manager, Billy Gibson, shouted: 
"Now, 
Benny, give him everything you've got," 
and the nev.- champion obeyed instructions 
to the letter. 
He rushed Welsh into the 
latter's own corner, landing rights and 
lefts. Then Welsh worked his way along 
the ropes of the ring, only to go down 
again twice in a similar manner. When 
the Engli-shman struggled to his feet at 
the couni of three for the third time, 
Leonard sma.shed him with a shower of 
-lefts and right:-. 
Wels-h hung helple.ssly 
on the ropes and was in danger of slipping 
. through to the floor outside of the ring 
when the reicree interfered and stopped 
the bout to .save 
the furmor 
champion 
from further punishmejii. xMi-Partland did 
not attempt to count out Welsh, as the 
British boxer's seconds chiimed that he 
should have done, but tlio referee refused 
and after assj.<;t!ng some of them to bring 
Welsh .to his corner McPartland left the 
ring. 


In the meantime a score of Leonard's 
friends jumped into the ring and carried 
l.ieonard out of the building to his ijuar- 
ters. 


As soon as Leonard was iibie to get an 
opportunity to speaii he naid: "I am very 
glad that at last 1 have won the champion- 
Bhip. 
1 felt confident that I was Welsh's 
master, and now that I've proved it I am 
going to erili.st. I am not going to wait for 
conscription, for as .soon as f get tiirough 
with my engagement to bo.x Joe Welsh at 
Philadelphia next Monday night 1 will 
voluntarily enlist in the United 
States 
army and do my bit. Just at thi.s time it 
js doubly gz-atifying to me that I have 
brought the championship back to the

SQIASH. 


(Another of the series of articles by 
the committee on publicity and infor- 
mation of the National Food Relief 
L^nion, Fort Wayne branch. 
This arti- 
cle by Maude Gaskins.) 


There 
are 
two distinct 
types 
of 
squashes, summer and winter. 
The 
summer squashes are used in an imma- 
ture stage, before the shell or seeds 
harden. 
The winter squashes are al- 
lowed to reach full maturity unless 
overtaken by frost, and may be kept 
until late in the winter. 


The 
summer 
varieties 
commonly 
grown are of bush form. 
The winter 
varieties make long trailing vines. 
It 
is well to plajit summer squash in the 
shade of a corn field. They are ten- 


der and must not be planted until all 
danger of frost is past. 


They thrive best on soil containing 
plenty of humus. 
Manure applied to 
the hill, if scarce, or broadcast, if the 
supply is not limited, helps greatly. 
The ground should be well pulverized 
before the hills are made. 
For bush 
varieties, the hills should be 4 by 4 
feet; for the running sorts they should 
be 8 by 8 feet. 
Sometimes they are 
started in the 
hot 
bed and trans- 
planted, but usually they are planted 
in the open ground where they are to 
grow. 


The method already given for cu- 
cumbers should be followed. 
About 
10 or 15 seeds planted in a hill, and 
then thinned to 2 or 3 in a hill, care 
being taken to avoid disturbing the 


roots of those remaining. 


The running varieties make a ram- 
pant gi'owth, and no amount of train- 
ing will keep them within certain lim- 
its. 
For this reason they should never 
be planted close to small vegetables. 
They should be cultivated until the 
vines begin to run freely. 


Squashes are used principally dur- 
ing the winter, in much the same way 
as pumpkins, to which they are su- 
perior in many respects. 
They are 
al.so used extensively for pies. 


The varieties known as 
Hubbard 
and Boston Marrow are most com- 
monly grown. 
They must be handled 
carefully at harvest time, to avoid 
bruising, and should be stored in a 
; moderately warm, but well ventilated 
. room.

BIG GAIN IN TRAFFIC. 


Is More 
Than 
Offset 
In Expenses, 
Railway Managers Say. 


Chicago, May 29.^—Despite the fact 
that American railroads showed a gain 
of $79,000,000 in traffic 
in 
the first 
quarter of 1917, they suffered a loss of 
$26,000,000 in profit in 
comparivson 
with the same period of a year ago, 
according to reports to the Bureau of 
Railway News 
and 
Statistics made 
public today. 
Railways of the United 
States, the report says, were forced to 
spend $104,791,000 more in operating 
expenses and taxes to handle $79,000,- 
000 more traffic during the first quar- 
ter of 1917 in comparison with the 
same months of 1916. 
Net operating 
income remaining after taxes in spite 
of the addition to gross revenues, fell 
$25,801,000 under a year ago. 
The 
figures 
given by the bureau apply to 
all railroads In the United States, with 
a mileage of over 260,000 miles. 
The 
increased expenses are due to higher 
taxes. Increased cost of materials and 
higher wages.

Los Angeles, Cal., May 
25.—Res- 
cued from a ten-year 
sleep on the 
sands at Ocos, Guatemala, the freight- 
er Seostris 
is today 
churxing the 
watei-s of the Pacific, without registry, 
clearance papers, flag or country. 


The vessel is known as the "Rip 
Van Winkle of the Sea," and is now 
somewhere between the port of Los 
Angeles and Seattle. 


A decade ago the Seostris was of 
German registry. 
She ran 
aground 
at Ocos in September, 1907, and was 
abandoned by skipper and crew. 
She 
lay there for ten years, a wallowing 
wreck, in spite of attempts to sal- 
vage her. 


Then the war broke and the need 
for ships became imperative. 
IMen 
once more thought of the stranded 
Seostris. 
Captain F. C. Stratford and 
T. W. Allen, 
constructing engineer, 
repi-esenting a British Columbia sal- 
vage company, looked her over, and 
with a husky crew effected a re.scue. 


"Nearly a year ago we found the 
Seostris lying broadside to the ocean 
in a small artificial lake," said Cap- 
tain 
Stratford. 
"Beach 
sand 
was 
banked high around her. 
It was 50 
feet to high water and 240 feet to 
low water. 
We dug a channel to the 
sea, 
fought shifting 
sand for 
six 
months and finally got her afloat." 


The Seostris is now 
worth more 
than a million dollars. The vessel cost 
her present 
owners $55,000 
and a 
$250,000 salvage job. At Seattle $100,- 
000 will be spent for repairs. 


At San Diego recently on the flrst 
trip from Ocos the vessel was allowed 
time enough in harbor to get coal for 
the trip to Seattle. 


Since she ran aground her 
name 
was changed to the Presidente Estrada 
C. 
At Seattle her name will become 
the Francis L. Skinner. 


But just now the peculiar laws of 
the ocean and deep sea ports have 
made her a nameless waif.

In Small Yards Soil Usually 
Idle May Be Made to 
Work for Chickens. 


Washington, D. C., May 29.—If there 
is a shady spot in the back yard not 
suited to other garden crops, it may be 
possible to grow some green feed for 
the chickens on it. Oats and field peas, 
before the hottest weather comes, and 


millet and cowpeas later In the sum- 
mer, if sown thickly, probably 
will 
yield cuttings of feed that will be much 
relished in the small hennery. 
While 
such a practice may not be in h a r m o n y 
with the best cultural advice, 
many 
city dwellers with limited space will 
wish to utilize all available 
garden 
r<ipm this season, even for only small 
returns. 


Dense, continuous shade under old 
trees and shrubbery that have drawn 
heavily on soli plant food, obviously 
will be of little value for this purpose. 
But in many backyards ground shaded 
by buildings 
and 
small 
trees, 
not 
wholly removed from the day's sun, 
might well be expected 
to 
produce 
some green stuff for a small 
flock. 
If 
the chicken 
pen is large enough 
a 
small sowing made inside and protect- 
ed by woven wire with one-inch meshes 


stretched about two inches above the 
ground may be made. 
This allows the 
chickens to pick off the green blades 
as they grow through the netting with- 
out injuring the roots. 


Another way to furnish green feed 
to hens not on range is by sprouting 
oats in trays or boxes. 
This method 
is used by m a n y poultrymen, for large 
and small 
flocks. 
The oats are soaked 
for twelve hours In w a r m water and 
then spread out in a layer % to 1% 
inches deep on a floor, or in a tray 
or tier of flats, which have openings 
or holes or a 
inch mesh wire bot- 
tom covered with burlap, so that the 
water drains freely. 
The oats may be 
stirred daily and sprinkled or allowed 
to sprout without stirring until ready 
for feeding.

came announcement that Sims, upon 
arrival in England, notified the British

The British expected

The immediate action of Sims and 
his destroyers is now said to be largely 
responsible for the decrease in t h e 
n u m b e r of ships being sunk by sub- 
marines and t h e increase in t h e n u m - 
ber of U-boats captured and destroyed. 


Since his graduation in 1880, a t t h e 
age of 22, R e a r Admiral Sims has been 
in nearly all branches of t h e navy, 
all over the world, and has collected 
experience which has brought his rise 
to the top.

Sims was commander of the Minne- 
sota, in 1910, when the country be- 


came aroused over a speech made in 
London, in which he pledged "every 
drop of blood and every dollar" of 
America to England in case that na- 
tion should ever be threatened. Presi- 
dent T a f t reprimanded him for t h e 
speech and the matter was dropped. 


One of the largest 
manufacturing 
steel corporations offered him a posi- 
tion as consulting engineer at the time, 
at four times his salary, and his wife 
urged him to resign his naval 
post. 
But the commander refused.

cock, of St. Louis, daughter of the 
secretary of the interior, under Mc- 
Ivinley and Roosevelt.

Lever food bill, passed yesterday by 
the house, providing for a food census 
and production stimulation, for a sim- 
ilar bill the senate has been consider- 
ing and added as an amendment the 
bill by Senator Poindexter, of Wash- 
ington, to penalize storage of food- 
stuffs, fuel and other necessaries with 
intent to limit supplies or enhance 
prices.

Senator Kenyon to exempt farmers and 
other original producers from opera- 
tion of the storage provision. 


House appropriation's for various 


items were generally reduced, bringing 
the total of thtc bill from $14,770,000 
to about $12,250,000. The committee 
reduced from $5,778,000 to $2,500,000 
the house appropriation for free dis- 
tribution of seeds and changed the 
house bill so that the department may 
buy but not commandeer seed sup- 
plies, sell them for cash but not credit. 


For employment of persons to carry 


out the food census and other admin- 
istrative work of the bill the senate 
committee increased the house ap- 
propriation of $546,000 to $1,200,000.

PROMOTING LIBERTY LOAN. 


In a procession that constantly gathers 


headway the great corporations of the coun- 
try—railway and industrial—are taking the 
path that will enable their employes to come 
to the aid of the government and at the same 
time to make good investments. They are 
taking over great blocks of the liberty loan 
bonds that will be sold to employes on terms 
of payment more-convenient than it is pos- 
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BESISTLNG CONSCBIPTION. 


"Wheu the closing years of the civil war 


brought the national government under stress 
for men that the volunteer system failed to 
eupply employment of the draft 
brought 


trouble. The country doubtless never has wit- 
nessed a more serious outbreak or disorder 
than the conscription riots in New York. Bos- 
ton likewise was turbulent and other cities 
furnished other though perhaps milder exam- 
ples of mob violence. 


Already it is evident that the country is not 


to pass through the experience of another con- 
Jeription without some resistance. Organiza- 
tion for the purpose of contesting the draft is 
beginning to show here and there. An exam- 
ple of it has come from Texas and another 
from Virginia. In the latter state a consider- 
able band of mountaineers is found to have 
been conspiring ambitiously not only to resist 
conscription, but to overturn the government, 
an enterprise that comports well with the gen-

|5.2o | sible i'or the government itself to manage. 


This not only is patriotic, but it is sound 


economy. It will convert into a thrifty and 
prudent man many an employe who has been 
profligate with his money. "When the bond 
is paid for, the owner of it will want to keep 
his investment. Many of them, finding for the 
first time that saving is possible, will under- 
take other investments of the sort, and in any 
event will cease to dissipate their earnings as 
they have made it the rule to do. Thousands 
of men who have never laid by anything will 
gain a practical experience in saving and 
turn from waste to thrift and stick to the new 
course. 


Underlying all these arrangements 
by 


which employes of the big concerns in in- 
dustry and transportation are enabled to ac- 
quire liberty loan bonds is the purpose to help 
the government get the money it must have 
to finance the war. That is fundamental in 
the minds of the corporation heads and the 
corporation employes in whatever is done 
about buying liberty loan bonds. But there is 
nothing sordid, nothing selfish, nothing mean 
or unpatriotic in considering the purchase of 
bonds in its economic relation to the man who 
buys them. If a man who never has got ahead 
in material prosperity is brought through in- 
vestment in the liberty loan to become a more 
thrifty and independent citizen the govern- 
ment gains doubly from his investment. 


The plan to make it possible by means of $5 


and $10 certificates for any one to purchase 
liberty loan bonds to some amount is admir- 
able, both as respects the advantage to the 
government, which must borrow money of the 
people, and the people themselves, who in the 
greater bulk can buy bonds in no other way 
than by small weekly or monthly installments.

What is not quite so clear but none the less 


to be suspected is that alien influences arc dil- 
igently assisting to kindle heat against con- 
scription. The propaganda that has mailc it- 
self felt in many other ways against, the na- 
tional government is not likely to be idle when 
so'scrious a business as raising a groat army 
to fight, in Europe is under way. Then: are 
those who from sympathy or employed inter- 
est would readily undertake to brood trouble. 
That is to bo. exported. There are others who 
from ignorance and tho. meanest, motives of a 
sordid partisan feeling might be influenced 
tn hostile courses against, tho ends of the gov- 
ernment. That, too, is to be expected. But 
there arc still others upon whom no aspersions 
of the sort can be cast—men and women who 
would resent any question of their loyalty as 
good Americans, but who have not hesitated 
even since the war began to declaim against; 
the war and to preach antagonism of the pro- 
cedures congress has thought well to estab- 
lish for the national defense. 
These consti- 


tute the more difficult class with which to deal 
for they are persons of character and stand- 
ing and assert devotion to a great principle 
and rule of'humane conduct. With distin- 
guished examples of dissent like those upon 
which to model themselves it may be held 
scarcely surprising that ignorant mountain- 
eers in Virginia are preparing to rise against 
the draft and to set up a government that 
does not believe in such things. 


Under the inspiration and tutelage of dis- 


tinguished citizens whose names and pursuits 
give them eminence and moral .way » pond 
many misguided and thoughtless persons will 
conceive that conscription is tyranny and seek 
to withstand it, encountering trouble and in- 
yiting pains and penalties that ths superior 
persons from whom they take their unfor- 
tunate cue have the better address to escape. 


With the propagandists the government can 


deal in no uncertain way. Tho, vast bulk of 
them are alien politically as well as in blood. 
Such of them as hands can be laid upon may 
be pn£ away where they will cease to be a 
source of concern. The I. W. W. elements can 
be made out with, accordingly as they eon- 
duct themselves. 
But the eminent doctrin- 


aires who have refused to silence their paci- 
fist tom-toms, even in the midst of war, and 
pursue their propaganda while the nation 
girds for battle will not be so easy to manage. 
They will stand upon their standing and not 
a few upon their ancestry and political and 
social antecedents. A way must be found for 
the refractory spirit of such as these. 


But the signs of trouble arc few and iso- 


lated. That the great mass of the people be- 
lieve in the fairness as well as in the superior 
efficiency of the selective draft lias been given 
a good demonstration. There will be, as there 
already has been, a readiness to register by 
those who are required to do that, «nd no 
quarreling with their lot by those who may he 


tcring how small—to purchase at least one of 
the smaller bonds. 


By the time the government is again ready 


to borrow, as it will be in need to do if the 
war shall go on a year, there will be a hearty 
response to the call for further help. After 
one experience of purchasing bonds the people 
will understand better their own capacities 
in the matter of saving and investing and a 
nVe-billion-dollnr loan will be subscribed as 
quickly as the loan for n smaller amount wns 
tiikon up by the now bond-wise people of 
Great Britain n short time ago. The German 
peoplc'have subscribed to repeated war loans 
aggregating altogether 'some ten billions, 
while the people of France have been for gen- 
erations the readiest investors in their coun- 
try's bonds. 


The people of America, where thrift is the 


least conspicuous of the homelier virtues, will 
learn through the liberty loan how it is pos- 
sible to do a great patriotic service and at 
the same time set themselves ahead in mate- 
rial welfare. 


JUST PUT IT OFF. 


There will be a good stroke of service done 


for Fort Wayne when the board of works an- 
nounces that,for the present the auditorium 
project has been put away against a better 
season when money will buy more and when 
there shall be more money with which to buy. 


To this issue the auditorium enterprise will 


have to come at length. The building cannot 
be had for what the city now is able to pay. 
That has already had an impressive demon- 
stration in the bids rejected some weeks ago, 
when contractors wanted from 100 to 150 per 
cent, more for constructing the assembly hall 
than the city has in its building fund. 


The public mind will be greatly relieved and 


the administration will be joyed with the 
sense of a duty well done when the people arc 
asked to take note that there will be no con- 
tract let at this time and no building started 
this year. Also the people should be formal- 
ly apprissed that the money they have, voted 
is not going to hold out for the purchase of 
what, has been promised and what.is expected 
and to prepare to add to the fund. 


These are the wise and practical things to 


do—and do now. The doing of them cannot 
be escaped except, disaster to a great public 
enterprise, be the chosen alternative. And who 
wittingly will shoulder responsibility for that? 


Eussia once more appears to be attempting 


to face the proper way and is doing a bit of 
real fighting. Whether it has nny resemblance 
to the land battle for tho capture of Manila, 
when the Spanish commandant of the city in- 
sisted he couldn't surrender until he had 
made resistance, nan have no evidence now, 
but there is more, than mere danger of it. The 
new Russian government is finding it neces- 
sary to preach the war too fervently to relieve 
the. distressed minds of Russia's allies—not ex- 
cepting the United States of America.

Called upon to 
do much less than their present allies, 
the French, the American people will 
demonstrate that they are second to no 
people in the world in patriotic suppo t 
of their government. 


Tho Terms of the Liberty Loan. 
The act authorizing the Liberty Loan 


bonds of 1917 was passed April 24, 
1917. It provides for the issuance of 
$5,000,000,000 of 3% per cent bonds, 
the Interest payable semi-annually on 
December 15 and June 15 of each year. 
The principal is repayable on or after 
the 10th day of June, 1932, at the op- 
tion of the government, and If this 
option is not exercised the bonds will 
run full 30 years and become due June 
1C, 1947. 


The bonds are exempt both as to 


principal and interest from all taxation, 
national, state, county, or municipal, 
'.•xcept tho inheritance tax, which is 
really not a tax on the property, but 
on the transfer of property by will or 
Inheritance. 


The bonds arc to be sold ?t par; that 


is, dollar for dollar, no premium and 
no discount. They are to bo sold by th * 
treasurer of the United States and by 
nil Federal Reserve banks. 
But all 


bunks. National nnd State. postofClces, 
and express companies have been desig- 
nated as agents of tho government to 
receive applications for these bonds. 
It Is almost as easy to purchase one 
of these bonds as It is to get a postfTlco 
money order. 


It is not necessary to pay cash In full 


for a bonil. 
One c«n pay down 2 per 


cent of the purchase price on applica- 
tion—that Is, $1 for a K'O bond. $2 for 
a $100 bond, etc.—18 per rent on July 
20, 1917: 20 per cent July 30,jl»17; 30 
per cent August IB. 1917: and tho bal- 
ance, 30 per cent, August 30, 1917. 


\Vlmt n Government Bond Is. 


Tho government of tho United State* 


has two methods of raising money. 
One i.-t by taxation. Tho other Is by tho 
Bale of bnmlH, which Is a method of 
borrowing money. 


The government bond Is tho printed 


promise of tho government to pay back 
the borrowed sum of money at a cer- 
tain timo. nnd to pay interest on It at 
regular Intervals until 1t Is repaid. 


The government borrows money In 


this way only after it has been given 
the right to do so by net of congress 
approved by the president, and tho 
terms of tho loan are sot out in the act. 


Rack of the promise of tho govern- 


ment stands tho honor of the govern- 
ment and all its taxing resources. 
Really the whole wealth of the nation 
stands behind this solemn promise of 
the government to pay. 


This makes a United States govern- 


ment bond the safest investment In thn 
world. 
If the bond of the United 


States government is not safe, no prop- 
erty In the United States Is safe. 
If 


the United States can not pay Its bonds. 
It is hardly probable that it will be able 
to prtoect the citizens in their other 
rights. 


The Liberty Loan bonds of 1017 are 


especially attractive investments. Not 
only have they this absolute safety 
characteristic of all United States 
bonds but they are tax free not only 
from all existing taxes but from any 
war tax that may subsequently be 
levied. No state, city, nor county may 
tax them. The Inheritance tax of thj 
United States and of some states may 
affect them,* or, rather, affect their 
transfer after death of the owner by 
will or by inheritance. 


Another advantage thes» Liberty 


Loan bonds possess is that if the gov- 
ernment issues bonds later on during 
this war at a higher rate of interest 
the holders of Liberty Loan bonds will 
be allowed to exchange at par their 
bonds for bonds bearing tho higher 
rate of interest.

It was taken up in 30 days, 5.289,000 
individuals subscribing to the loan. 
One person in every n inhabitants of 
the United Kingdom subscribed to this 
loan, and the average subscription was 
$050, though a great many subscribers 
took only £1* or about $5. The great 
number of subscribers to this loan is 
pointed out as evidence of the patriot- 
ism of the British people. 


Germany's wealth is estimated at 


$80,000,000.000. Germany has put out 
five loans since the commencement of 
the war, aggregating $11,750,000,000. 
In Germany's latest loan, one person 
in thirteen of the population Is report- 
ed to have subscribed, and the average 
amount taken by each subscriber was 
$700. 


Taking Into consideration these fig- 


ures, the $5,000,000,000 loan of the 
United 
States 
with 
an 
estimated 


wealth of $220,000,000,000 and a pop- 
ulation of over 100,000,000, seems al- 
most small. 
With a wealth nearly 


three times as great ns that of Great 
Britain it is trying to borrow less than 
one-half of what Great Britain has 
borrowed. With a population on& and 
one-halt times as large as that of Ger 


many our loan is much less than half 
of the amount that Germany has bor- 
rowed. 


America's liberty loan is less than 


one-sixth of the bank deposits in our 
country. An ordinary borrower does 
not think he is ruining himself when 
he borrows 40 per cent, of the value 
of his property. The United States 
is borrowing less than 3 per cent, of 
its wealth. 


Thrift and Liberty Loan Bonds. 
There Is a great campaign for thrift 


being conducted all over the United 
States—thrift in production 
by the 


farmer and other producers, thrift in 
economy in use and consumption by 
all persons, and thrift in saving. This 
thrift campaign is nation-wide.

only have business, manufacturing. 
agricultural, and other associations 
and Individuals taken up this -cam- 
paign, but it has been carried into 
universities, colleges and schools. 


In connection with the last aspect 


of this thrift campaign, that of sav- 
ing, the liberty loan bonds of 1917 of- 
fer an ideal investment of savings for 
small investors. 
No other small in- 


vestment, or large one either for that 
matter, has quite the advantages that 
the liberty loan bonel has.

invested in a liberty loan bond are 
just as safe as it is possible to make 
them and will constantly draw inter- 
est. While the interest is only 3«, per 
cent., tho 
bonds being non-taxable 


maks the investment the equix-alent 
of a 5 or 6 per cent, interest-drawing 
investment in ordinary securities.

GERMANY'S PROMISE OF 
DEMOCRATIC REFORM A 
SHAM TO FOOL AMERICA 


[Tho World's Work for June.] 


Dispatches have been appearing In 


the dally papers recently, reporting 
that. In response to the present agita- 
tion, the Gorman government has In- 
dicated Its Intention to submit to tTie 
reorganization of the system of redls- 
trlctlng for reichstag elections. And 
tho dispatches add: "This would meet 
one of tho moat widely urged demands 
for reform and give Germany a more 
adequate representation in parliament, 
the membera of which are Mill elected 
on the basis of tho population of 
1870." 


Unless one keeps In mind exactly 


what this means, these dispatches, and 
particularly the reference to the "re- 
form." are likely to confuse the great 
Issue of the present conflict: tho battle 
of democracy against autocracy. 


It»ls true that the present system of 


election, of 
representatives to the 


reichstag is antiquated: It provides for 
the election of one member for each 
100,000 people. On this basis, Berlin, 
which has a population of 600,000 In 
1889, has six representatives. Today 
Berlin has a population of more than 
2,000,000, yet it still has only six rep- 
resentatives 
In the reichstag. The 


same situation prevails in all the cities 
of the old North German Confedera- 
tion. 
Why the ruling powers have 


never reapportloned the representation 
so as to give the cities their due is that 
these cities are the centers of liberal 
thought and political reform, and es- 
pecially of socialism, and their enfran- 
chisement might endanger the present 
autocratic regime. 


But the fact remains that no system 


of reapportionment of representatives 
to the roichstag will essentially affect 
the power—or rather the lack of power 


—of that body. And for this reasonj 


Tho bundcsrath, or upper chambei 


of tho German parliament, practically . 
control* tho German empire. It It t 
council of delegates of the prince* of 
the various German states and fre« 
cities. The rulers not only send then* 
delegates, but Instruct them as to how 
they are to vote. Each delegation 
votes In a mass: In tho bundesrath th« 
"unit rule" prevails. To split a vot« 
would violate the constitution; and if 
only a single delegate from a a Mau 
Is present, he casts the entire vote for 
that state and always In accordance 
with Instructions ho has received from 
home. 
* 


The power of the bundesrath I* as- 


tonishing. All taxing bills originate in 
that body. Constitutionally, th« releh- 
stag has the right to initiate'legislation, 
but It is a right It does not use to much 
purpose. Practically all legislation 1* 
initiated In the upper chamber. 
Fur- 


thermore, the bundesrath has th« 
power of vetoing any measures passed 
by the reichstag. 
Fourteen votes In 


the bundesrath can defeat any pro- 
posed amendment to the constitution: 
the kaiser, as king of Prussia, con- 
trols twenty votes. 
That Is, Wilhelm 


II 
dominates the bundesrath and 


therefore the entire German empire. 


It is apparent, therefore, that no 


amount of reform in the apportionment 
of representatives to the reichstag can 
enable that body to register the will of 
the people of Germany. 


In presenting these facts to ths 


American public immediately, every 
newspaper editor will serve the coun- 
try by exposing the 
pretensions to 


democratic reform which the German 
government has been making, appar- 
ently fofr the purpose of deceiving pub- 
lic opinion In the United States.

mouths, until at last he reached As- 
qnith, then premier of Great Britain. 


The premier was delighted to- see 


the man who was doing so much for 
Belgium. What could he do for him? 


"You 
can give me that shipload of 


flour sent over for the 
Canadian 


troops," answered Hoover bluntly. 


"Impossible. It is against all Brit- 


ish tradition," said the premier, "that 
the 
government of 
Great 
Britain 


should arbitrarily send to someone 
else a gift from the patriotic women of 
one of its colonies-to their own loved 
ones."' 


"I don't care a darn for your tra- 


ditions," exclaimed Hoover. 
"These 


Belgian 
women 
and 
children are . 


starving." 


"Mr. 
Hoover, I have never been 


sponken to like this before." 


"I am sorry, Mr. Asqirith, but I've 


got to have that flour." 


"I am very sorry, but it will be im- 


possible for me to give it to you." 


"That is your final answer, Mr. As- 


quith?" 


"Absolutely final. I cannot possibly 


give any other." 


Hoover took out his watch and 


look at It thoughtfully. "In just five 
minutes I shall leave here," he said 
quietly, "and will go directly to the of- 
fices of the press associations and 
cable the fact that with a shipload of 
flour available, England is letting the 
Belgians 
starve.

admiration and respect of Asqulth, 
who has been one of his staunches! 
friends over since.

Rle Janeiro, May 29.—Seizure of 


German ships and adoption of naval 
measures'against Germany In collab-

recommended by the diplomatic com- 
mission of the chamber of deputies to 
which was referred the message of 
President Braz, regarding the tor- 
pedoing of the Brazilian steamship Ti- 
uea. The commission decided to sub- 
mit to congress a bill authorizing the 
president to utilize German ships in 
Brazilian ports, to provide for defense 
of Brazilian navigation, to reach an 
understanding with the allied nations 
m regard to measures which will as- 
sure freedom of. foreign commerce, 
and to revoke the decrees of neutral- 
ity issued during the war as soon as 
advisable. It is probable that the bill 
passed by the chamber on first reading 
yesterday for revocation of the neu- 
trality decree in the war between 
Germany and the United States will be 
amended so as to provide also for can- 
cellation of the decrees of neutrality in 
the,war between the central empires 
and the European allies.

the drip coffee. The thrte usual ways 
of making coffee are by the percolator, 
by boiling or by steeping.

permit too long a contact of the water 
with the coffee, thus bringing out of 
the grounds that twangy, undesirable 
element of coffee, tannin. The tannin 
Is essentially different from the. oak 
tannic acid, but it is related to it and, 
therefore, is anything but the right 
sort of ao.irt to take into the system.

There is no 
rc.cooking or boiling and steeping of 
the grounds over and over.

the right amount of filtration and no 
more. 


By the drip method water at the 


boiling point is poured quickly through 
the grounds, which have been finely 
granulated.

tracts from a third to twice the flavor 
and color frSm a given weight of cof- 
fee than do the other methods with 


come; pathological or abnormal ex 
hauation. ar soot as th- balance be- 
tween rest and fatigue is destroyed. 


In extreme instances, as when hunt- 


ed animals drop dead in the chase, they 
die not from overstrain of any partic- 
ular organ, such as the heart, but from 
sheer chemical poisoning due to the 
uncxpellcd waste matter of fatigue. 


The Inws of fatigue furnish a scien- 


tific br.sis for legislation and an ex- 
planation of the effect of overwork on 


j health, output and production. This is 


the more Important because regula- 
tion of Ihe length of working hours 
has been so bitterly opposed by those 
who fenr that the lessening of the 
hours of labor means a corresponding 
economic loss.

The new world champion is the first

Last night 
Leonard, who scaled the lightweight limit 
af 133 pounds, was in splendid physical 
TOndition when he entered the ring. Welsh 
llso was In fine shape, and weighed 3?i 
pounds-more than his opponent.

Was the aggressor, and while Welsh clev- 
erly blocked many of Leonard's punches, 
the younger man scored heavily with 
(wlngrs left and hard right-hand smashes 
to the stomach and ribs.

Leonard got his right over to the head 
with fairly good effect, and stung his op- 
ponent frequently with swift left Jabs and 
hooks to the face and jaw. Welsh, who Is 
a wonderful boxer and ring general, pro- 
tected his jaw during the early rounds 
but as the flght progressed he showed 
Flgns of weakening from the heavy body 
blows.

SQUASH. 


(Another of the series of articles by 


the committee on publicity and infor- 
mation of the National Food Relief 
Union, Fort Wayno branch. This arti- 
cle by Maude Gusklns.) 


Thero arc two distinct types of 


squashes, summer and winter. 
The 


summer squashes arc used in an imma- 
ture stage, before the shell or seeds 
harden. 
The winter squashes arc al- 


lowed to reach full maturity unless 
overtaken by frost, and may be kept 
until Into In the winter. 


Tho summer 
varieties commonly 


Brown arc of bush form. Tho winter 
varieties make long trailing vines. It 
Is well to plant summer squash In tho 
shade of a corn field. They aro ten- 


der and must not be planted until all 
danger of frost is past. 


They thrive best on soil containing 


plenty ot humus. Manure applied to 
the hill. If scarce, or broadcast, if the 
supply is not limited, helps greatly. 
Tho ground should bo well pulverized 
before the hills are made. For bush 
varieties, the hills should l^ 4 by 4 
feet; for the running sorts they should 
be 8 by 8 feet. 
Sometimes they arc 


started in the 
hot 
bed and trans- 


planted, but usually they aro planted 
In the open ground wheru they arc to 
Brow. 


The method already given for cu- 


cumbers should be followed. 
About 


in or 
)f> seeds planted in a hill, and 


then thinned to 2 or 3 In H hill, earn 
being taken to avoid disturbing the 


roots of those remaining. 


The running varieties make a ram- 


pant growth, and no amount of train- 
ing will keep them within certain lim- 
its. Fur this reason they should never 
be planted close to small vegetables. 
They should be cultivated until th« 
vines begin to run freely. 


Squashes aro used principally dur- 


ing the winter. In much the same way 
as pumpkins, to which they are su- 
perior In many respects. 
They are 


also used extensively for plea. 


The varieties known an Hubbard 


and Boston Marrow aro most com- 
monly grown. They must be' handled 
carefully at harvest time, to avoid 
bruising, nnd should be stored In a 


j moderately warm, but well ventilated 
' room.

A decade ago the Seostris was of 


German registry- 
She ran aground 


at Ocos in September, 190T, and was 
abandoned by skipper and crew. She 
lay there for ten years, a, wallowing 
wreck, "in spite of attempts to sal- 
vage her. 
Then the war broke and the need 


for ships became imperative. 
Men 


once more thought of the stranded 
Seostris. Captain F. C. Stratford and 
T. W. Allen, constructing engineer, 
representing a British Columbia sal- 
vage company, looked her over, and 
with a husky crew effected a rescue. 


"Nearly a year ago we found the 


Seostris lying broadside to the ocean 
In a small artificial lake," said Cap- 
tain 
Stratford. 
"Beach 
sand 
was 


banked high around her. It was 50 
feet to high water and 240 feet to 
low water. We dug a channel to the 
sea, 
fought shifting 
sand for 
six 


months and finally got her afloat." 


The Seostris is now 
worth more 


than a million dollars. The vessel cost 
her present 
owners $55,000 
and a 


$250,000 salvage Job. At Seattle $100,- 
000 will be spent for repairs. 


At San Diego recently on the first 


trip from Ocos the vessel was allowed 
time enough in harbor to set coal for 
the trip to Seattle. 


Since she ran aground her name 


was changed to the Presidents Estrada 
C. At Seattle her name will become 
the Francis L. Skinner. 


But just now the peculiar laws of 


the ocean and deep sea ports have 
made her a nameless waif.

Oats 
need a moist and warm atmosphere In 
which to sprout quickly, so that it is 
necessary to furnish heat or to keep 
them in a warm room during the win- 
ter, while they may be sprouted out 
of doors during the rest of the year. 
It takes from six to ten days to sprout 
oats, depending on tho temperature. 
The oats are fed roots, sprouts and all 
at the rate of about one spare inch, 
as they grow in the tray, to each fowl.

In Small Yards Soil Usually 


Idle May Be Made to 


Work for Chickens. 


"Washington. D. C.. May 29.—If there 


is a shady spot in the back yard not 
suited to other garden crops, it may be 
possible to grow some green feed for 
the chickens on it. Oats and field peas, 
before the hottest weather comes, and 


millet and cowpeas later in the sum- 
mer, if sown thickly, probably will 
yield cuttings of feed that will be much 
relished in the small hennery. While 
such a practice may not be in harmony 
with the best cultural advice, many 
city dwellers with limited space will 
wish to utilize all available garden 
room this season, even for only small 
returns. 


Dense, continuous shade under old 


trees and shrubbery that have drawn 
heavily on soil plant food, obviously 
will be of little value for this purpose. 
But in many backyards ground shaded 
by buildings and small trees, not 
wholly removed from tho day's sun. 
might well be expected to produce 
some green stuff for a small ,flock. If 
the chicken pen is large enough a 
small sowing made inside and protect- 
ed by woven wire with one-inch meshes 


stretched about two inches above the 
ground may be made. This allows the 
chickens to pick off the green blades 
as they grow through the netting with- 
out injuring the roots. 


Another way to furnish green feed 


to hens not on range is by sprouting 
oats in trays or boxes. This method 
is used by many poultrymen. for large 
and small flocks. The oats are soaked 
for twelve- hours in warm water and 
then spread out in a layer % to 1% 
inches deep on a floor, or in a tray 
or tier of flats, which have openings 
or holes or a H inch mesh wire bot- 
tom covered with burlap; so that the 
water drains freely. The oats may be 
stirred daily and sprinkled or allowed 
to sprout without stirring until ready 
for feeding.

Sims, the commander of the United 
States destroyer fleet which is given 
much credit for a big crimp just put 
in the kaiser's U-boat campaign, fail- 
ed in his first examination when he 
tried to enter the Annapolis naval aca- 
demy. 


The navy department was disap- 


pointed and wrote Sims' congressman 
to appoint a "more promising can- 
didate." The congressman insisted on 
sending Sims to the academy and the 
navy department is glad he did. 


With 
announcement that United 


States destroyers were operating with 
the British fleet in European waters 
came announcement that Sims, upon 
arrival in England, notified the British 


admiralty that he was ready for im- 
mediate action. The British expected 
him to spend several weeks "looking 
things over." 


The immediate action of Sims and 


his destroyers is now said to be largely 
responsible for the decrease in the 
number of ships being sunk by sub- 
marines and the increase in the num- 
ber of U-boats captured and destroyed. 


Since his graduation in 18SO, at the 


age of 22. Rear Admiral Sims has been 
in nearly all branches of the navy, 
all over the world, and has collected 
experience which has brought his rise 
to the top. 


He is especially famous for his per- 


fections in the art of gunnery. 


Sims was commander of the Minne- 


sota, in 1910, when the country be- 


came aroused over a speech made in 
London, in which he pledged "every 
drop of blood anil every dollar" of 
America to England in case that na- 
tion should ever be threatened. Presi- 
dent Taft reprimanded him for the 
speech and the matter was dropped. 


One of the largest manufacturing 


steel corporations offered him a posi- 
tion as consulting engineer at the time, 
at four times his salai*y. and his wife 
urged him to resign his naval post. 
But the commander refused. 


Mrs. Sims was Miss Anne Hitch- 


cock, of St. Louis, daughter of the 
secretary of the interior, under Mc- 
Kinley and Roosevelt. 
She and the 


naval commander married in 1905. 


Admiral Sims became president of 


the Naval War college last February.
